Georgi Malenkov steps up as Josef 


Stalin's personal choice’ as next 
Russian prime minister. In. fact, 
some’ suspect Stalin’s aim in stag- 
ing the whole affair may be. to 
give a formal, open hint as to who 
the next boss should be. 

This may be Stalin's way, they 
believe, of lessening the possibiljty 
of a bloody struggle for power after 
he dies, 

Until they have more time to 
analyze Moscow's announcement of 
the calling of the first Communist 
congtess since 1939, U.S, diplomats 
gay their view is a theory rather 
than a considered opinion. But here 
is what they think: 

Stalin’s heir apparent, will be the 
man who is chosen to be chair- 
man-of the new praesidium, to 
be organized at the meeting to 
replace the- Politburo. 

The 12man Politburo, now the 

yoverning body, has no chair- 
man or chief executive. But a prae- 
sidium under-the Russian’ set-up].

Anyone picked for this job would 
automatically be. proclaimed pub- 
ljcally as the most important Com- 
munist°in Russia next to Stalin. 

It is entirely pdssible that Stalin 
himself will be designated chair- 
man of the néw' praesidium.
